visit, and not once did I see any outward signs of 


sorrow or weakening among the women. They pos- 
sess the indomitable spirit that has distinguished 


our men. Call it stubbornness if you like, but 
they are unconquerable. I spent only three days 
in Berlin because I wished to joint my son, whom 
I had not seen in over a year. I went at once to 
Heringsdorf-by-the-Sea, where my boy was. 

“I found everything going on as usual. One 
could scarcely believe that a few hundred miles 
away a frightful war was being waged. All the 
hotels were open and whilé the people were not 
frivolous, all sorts of entertainments were being 
held. 

“Berlin is no different now than before the 
war. We don’t darken our capital at night, be- 
cause we have no fear of aeroplane raiders. The 
Kaiserin and the Crown Princess go about a great 
deal. The Crown Princess has formed an organ- 
ization which she calls the Ceciliénhilfe; its ob- 
ject is to help mothers, whose:children are born 
while welt fathers are at the front. Some call 
them ‘war babies.’ 

“The Crown Princess visits the homes of these 
poor women and not only assists them financially, 
but cheers them by her presence. All the mem- 
bers of the royal family are doing Red Cross work, 
visiting the hospitals or attending bazars. 
Marriage Is Made Easier, but 

Only Conventional Mothcrhood Is Desired 
A. is untrue that we are encouraging our 
women to become mothers to give the 
Fatherland more sons for the army. Where 
persons wish to marry the way has ben made 
more easy. Customs have been set asfde, but the 
women are not being, either coaxed or coerced 
into marrying or becoming mothers. 

“Neither is it true that Germany is oft’ times 
hungry. Everyone has plenty to eat. War bread 
is delicious. I think American hotels would do 
well to serve it to their patrons. 

“Of course, there is little or no style among the 
richer classes. Every woman’s mind is oceupied 
with loftier things than dress just now. Each 
of the countries at war has produced brave, won- 
derful men and splendid women. Think what 
could have been accomplished if these sterling 
qualities could have co-operated instead of war- 
ring against each other. 
for peace, but only for peace with honor. 

“Those pictures you see in newspapers of 
women at work in the fields give a wrong im- 
pression. German women have always worked 
in the fields. They are not doing it now because 
of the war.” .

“We sighted several English torpedo boats,” she 
said, “but we were not afraid when one of them 
stopped us.

Throwing up his hands the Under Secretary, or 
aid-de-camp, or whatever he was, left the room.

As 
“Sister Beatrice” she has since organized many 
hospitals in the field, together with many French 
institutions of the same kind, and she has come to 
make a tour of the United States in an effort to 
get together medical and other supplies, of which, 
she says, the need this winter will be far greater 
than last. At the Wolcott today Sister Beatrice 
told of how she accomplished her work. She is 
not a member of a sisterhood, but she wears a

(dress, and before she joined the French Service 
de Sante, which she now represents, she had a 
sort of roving commission, her capacity for or- 
ganization being employed to set new hospitals 
going. 

“The Adjatant-General wAnted to know what he 
could do for me,” said Sister Beatrice. “I told 
him inside of five minutes. The next morning I 
put a notice in the papers telling that I would er- 
gage to get supplies through to the wounded. I 
didn’t know how I was going to do it, but the 
response was magnificent, In two days.I left Lon- 
don with three carloads of supplies for Plymouth.

66" HERE I went. to the Admiral's office. 
T , He received me courteously. I told him 
I wanted a yacht.”

f have no authority beyond that of the need 
of humanity,’ I replied.

My supplies 
were immediately transferred to a yacht, and as 
soon as she was loaded, I boarded her with a unit 
of qualified nurses, and crossed to Caen. 

“1 went to Limoges. There I found 10,006 
wounded and 40,000 refugees, and the need was so 
great that I tore up my own dress to make band- 
ages. But when our supplies reached us we 
had enough to equip the hospital. there with 
enough to last until last Christmas.

Now I have come over here to seek sup- 
plies, for the need this winter is going to be sim- 
ply colossal. We are not dealing with hundreds 
now, but with millions of men. When a wounded 
German is treated in a French hospital he does 
not seem to relish the idea of going back. And 
it’s a peculiar thing the German wounded say 
when they are first brought in. They ask, Why 
did you begin it?’ It seems as if the idea had 
been bred in them that some other nation than 
Germany started this war. Most of those I have 
seen do not want to go back to Germany. 


Took Labor Chiefs to Front 
to Show Them War’s Horrors 


A OR one who has not seen the horrors of 
E this war it is difficult to appreciate the 
needs that are coming this winter. Why, 
last winter I had men brought to me from the 
trenches who had not had their clothes off in 130 
days! Of course, the trenches are now much more 
sanitary. But last winter there were more opera- 
tions from frost-bitten hands and feet than from 
wounds. The courage of these men is beyond de- 
scription. 

“In the early days Gen. Goran gave me his mil- 
itary automobile, with two outriders in uniform, 
for going about, and I tore around in that car day 
and night. For a time I never slept anywhere 
else. 

“Of course, you have read of the strikes in En- 
gland. I was speaking in the north of England 
in an effort to get supplies, when I was invited 
to talk in the streets at Elswick, where many fac- 
tories are. I spoke four. different times in the 


first persons. who addressed the workmen who 

id mbt asked bor money. They had objected to 
brant contributions because they said most of 
the sums so contributed went to pay salaries of 
officials, but offered to give me money. I did not 
want money, but medical and surgical supplies. I 
decided, in order to bring the suffering home to.

I select- 
ed the secretary of their war relief and sat him 
in a hospital in France where 9000 legs had been 
cut off, and where the makeshift for an operat- 
ing table was four card tables tied together. It 
did not take him long to feel that he had seen 
enough. The workmen of Elswick have since been 
among the strongest supporters of my work. 

“But to go back to the need of supplies. Why, 
J have seen men whose legs had been cut off, 
without the use of chloroform, hold up the stump 
tc have it bandaged. People I meet are fond of 
saying to me, ‘Why, I thought everything had 
been prepared.’ As if such a contingency could 
have been imagined, much less prepared for. 
Why, a pair of socks will last a soldier on the 
march only three days. If a man is in the 
trenches all the time his socks may last six 
weeks. In France the knitting has to stop be-

WORSE THAN A CRIME. 

New York World: “It is worse than a crime; 
it is a blunder,” said Fouche of Napoleon’s sum- 
mary execution of the young Duc d’Enghien. The 
action of the German milftary authorities in Bel- 
gium who executed Edith Cavell, an English 
nurse, belongs likewise to the class of blunders 
that are worse than crimes. 

German psychology in the Cavell matter is as 
inexplicable to us as German psychology in the 
Lusitania matter. 

What everybody who is not a German knows 
is that the Germans might better have lost an 
army corps than to have shot this woman for the 
comparatively trivial offense that she committed. 
Her blood will blot the honor of the German army 
and the German Government for generations to 
come. It is one of those stains that cannot be 
erased, and centuries hence German historians 
will be apologizing for the ruthlessness of a mil- 
itary commander who was unable to see that 
common sense is rr than the letter of mili- 
tury law. 


INEXCUSABLE. : 

Philadelphia Record: Apropos of the elabo- 
rate effort of the German Under Secretary for For- 
eign Affairs to justify the killing of Miss Cavell 
it may not be out of place to say that it is 300 
years since Great Britain, though engaged in in- 
numerable wars, put a woman to death for such 
an offense. In*our awn Civil War there is no 
record of a woman being executed on such a 
charge, though feminine spies were frequently 
caught. It will be hard work to convince the 
world that Miss Cavell, who was not a spy and 
who, in following the dictates of a warm and gen- 
erous heart, simply assisted in enabling a few men 
to cross the Belgian border, committed a crime 
that was justly punishable by death. No other 
country would have been guilty of such brutality, 
and in the formation of international publie opin- 
icn it is sentiment of other countries, not the legal 
sophistications of German - bureaucrats, that 
counts. | 


THE QUESTION OF LEGALITY. 

New York Globe: The Zimmermann defense is 
supremely impudent in its insistence on the let- 
ter of international law. The presence of German 
troops in Belgium is in violation of international 
law. So the German Chancellor has stated. It 
is also known to all that by the levying of contri- 
butions, the seizure of private property, the ad- 
ministering of collective penalties, the forcing of 
Belgians to do military work for their conquer- 
ors, the Germans in Belgium have flouted and 
set aside military law. The German Government 
bas enforced strictly the part of the law that re- 
quires certain conduct from the Belgian people, 
but ignores the part of the law that lays reciprocal 
obligations on the German army of occupation. 
Under these circumstances, for the German Under 
Secretary, in the spirit of a hair-splitting lawyer, 
tc argue the legal aspects of the Cavell case is 
ridiculously insincere. 


WHAT WILL THE KAISER DO? 

Indianapolis News: It is not too late for the 
Kaiser to repudiate the act, and to degrade the 
men guilty of it. It is not too late for the Ger- 
mans, as far as they can get a hearing, to de- 
nounce the shooting, and to make it clear to the 
world that men who will do such a thing do not 
represent them. That would be small amends, in- 
deed, but it would do something to redeem the 
reputation of the German people. 


A HORRIFIED WORLD. 

New York Times: Germany has brought her- 
self into a position where the world turns from 
her in horror and dreads ‘nothing so much as 
the success of her arms. She has instilled so 
deeply in the minds of her people the idea of 
power, of supreme military power, that she has 
deadened them to the finer and nobler feelings 
of humanity. Man’s love of life, the chivalric 
sentiment of man for woman, tender considera- 
tion for the helplessness of age and of youth, alf 
these she has maimed and bruised and effaced 
with her mailed fist, all these she has trampled 
under foot. The executioners of Edith Cavell but 
carried out the spirit and purpose of the imperial 
military policy. They did their part in the work- 
ing of the brutal, monstrous engine. It is because 


of this spirit, of these purposes, of such deeds as 
that at Brussels that Germany has lost her stand- 
ing among civilized nations devoted to the ideals 
of humanity and of progress, it is because of these 
things that the prayer goes up in all the peaceful 
countries of the earth that her enemies may tri- 
umph, to the end that such a ruthless rule may 
not be established in power upon the earth. 


TO FRIGHTEN THE WOMEN. 

Chicago Herald: Dr. Zimmermann declares 
that the motive of the deed was the same as for 
such achievements as the naval bombardment, of 
summer resorts and torpedoing the Lusitania.. 
Ai least he uses the same words used to justify 
these killings of women and children. “Once and 
for always,” he says, “the activity of our enemies 
had to be stopped, and sentence has been carried 
out to FRIGHTEN those who might presume on 
their sex.” There is disclosed the dullness of the 
Prussian military caste—its entire failure in the 
im:agination that gives understanding of other 
peoples. 

Such deeds do not “frighten” anybody outside 
of Germany, whatever may be their effect there. 
They frighten women least of all. Men they 
enrage; women they inspire to seek to share 
what they regard as Edith Cavell’s crown of 
martyrdom. Americans have never known gov- 
ernment deaf of the voice of chivalry toward wom- 
anhood. Englishmen have not known it since a 
James II and a Jeffreys sent the Lady Alice Lisle 
to the gallows for helping fugitive rebels“ to 
hide. That was just 230 years ago. Those years 
measure the difference of viewpoint. 


WILL SHOCK GOOD GERMANS. 

New York Sun: In spite of the manifestations 
of “frightfulness” with which the record is already 
crowded, we are not willing to believe that chiv- 
alry to women is dead in the German army. To 
the rank and file Von Bissing can never be a 
hero. Doubtless his monstrous deed will be justi- 
fied; nevertheless, it will sicken the soul of many 
an honest German officer. * * * Indeed, to all 
Germans who have not been corrupted by Prus- 
sian militarism, the hurried, stealthy shooting of 
hapless Edith Cavell in the dead of night, behini 
prison walls, will always be a bitter memory. 
More than all the counts in the Bryce reports of 
atrocities in Belgium it will weigh in the scale of 
judgment, for it has struck the world with horror. 


CREATED A HEROINE. 


Detroit Free Press: The chorus of protests is 
so general that we believe there is justification 
for the conclusion that according to their own 
standards the German officials responsible for 
the execution have been guilty of a grievous error, 
have committed an action which is directly harm- 
ful to their country, without any compensatory 
good. They have fallen into a tactical mistake 
and this in time of war is worse than moral wrong. 
In the excitement of the time they may have cre- 
ated a heroine for the enemy who can easily be 
eievated to the position of a British Joan of Arc. 


MORAL BLINDNESS. 

New York Evening Post: That the original 
blunder of invading Belgium should now have 
been capped with the huge mistake of putting to 
death an English nurse in Belgium shows how 
slow the German high command is to learn moral 
lessons. And the fact that the Kaiser has quickly 
pardoned other women convicted of the same of- 
fense as Miss Cavell, at once places in a ghastly 
light the haste and secrecy of her execution—as 
if the Military Governor feared that his victim 
might escape if there were a moment’s delay—and 
puts the finishing touch to a deed which, in ad- 
dition to being barbarous, was eminently stupid. 


“COLD-BLOODED MURDER.” 


St. Joseph News-Press: This act on the part 
of the German authorities in Brussels has shocked 
the world and will stick forever in the craw of 
humanity as a violation of even the cruel ethics 
of war.

| New Jersey’s Suffrage Vote Analyzed . 


Philadelphia North American: Barely a week 
has elapsed since the decision on woman suffrage 
in New Jersey, but that has been long enough 
for the true significance of the event to be re- 
alized and for much of the exultation of the anti- 
suffragists to evaporate. The more the result is 
examined the less reason appears for regarding it 
as the overwhelming victory which those forces 
celebrated when the figures were announced. 

The first fact which arrests attention is that 
very nearly 75 per cent of the presidential vote of 
the State was polled at this special election— 
313,120 out of 420,000. This in itself indicates a 
remarkable public interest, but certain obvious 
factors make it still more impressive. 

The organized party vot: constant, and is al- 
ways against the organizations, and in this case 
represents suffrage sentiment. 

Of-the votes cast, nearly 42 per cent were for 
equal suffrage. The majority against the amend- 
ment was 50,562; this looks imposing, until it is 
realized that a change of a few more than 25,000 
votes—one in 12 of the total—would have estab- 
lished the principle in one of the 13 original states. 

But it is in, the circumstances surrounding the 
contest, rather than in the vote polled, that one 
must seek the real significance of the result. 

This was the first time the question had come 
to issue in New Jersey. Equal suffrage was not 
indorsed by either of the great political parties. 
Such organization as the women had was thrown 
together by them in a few months. 

Opposed to their hastily constructed machinery 


was a trinity of powerful forces—the highly effi- 


cient organizations of the Republican and Dem- 
ocratic parties and the liquor interests. 

New Jersey is one of the most conspicuous of 
the “black” states on the anti-saloon charts, and 
might be counted upon always to develop aggres- 
sive opposition to any movement threatening the 
rum traffic. But just now the promoters and 
allies of the business are on the defensive every- 
where, and they naturally went to extraordinary 
lengths to preserve one of the citadels of their 
power. 

Moreover, this question was not decided like an 


had been misled by extravagantly optimistic re 
ports. There is no doubt that the drift of senti- 
ment was favorable; but there is a wide gap be- 
tween sentiment and effective expression of it. 

Even so, a change of only 8 per cent of the 
ballots would have bridged it. The failure is 
eusily accounted for by the difference in the effi- 
ciency of the veteran and volunteer organizations.

The liquor forces 
still comfort themselves with the thought that 
they will not have to make this costly fight again 
for five years. But they are uneasily conscious 
that their victory was superficial and indecisive, 

The advantage really lies with the other side, 
because the result infallibly points to final tri- 
umph. The movement is destined to advance; 
even its most determined antagonists admit that 
it can only be delayed, not turned backward,

least, saved from all Turkish menace; 
second, Russian confidence and loy- 
alty were assured; third, Italy was 
enlisted. So much the Dardanelles 
operation accomplished in the open- 
ing days. 

Balkan Rivalries Baffle Diplomats. 

The next step in the allied diplomatic 
campaign, which was based on the na- 
val and military operations, was to en- 
list the Balkan States. Greece seemed 
certain to be had at the first moment. 
But promptly asked that her own integ- 
rity be guaranteed by her prospective 
allies. 

This meant that they all publicly de- 
clare that Bulgaria could never hope to 
regain Cavala or Drama. Such a decla- 
ration would infallibly throw the Bul- 
gars into the arms of the Kaiser, and 
it was the Bulgar’ who held the land 
gate to Constantinople. 

In addition, Greece insisted that Bul- 
garia should not receive from Servia 
the lands west of the Vardar, which she 
claimed. Servia, too, fighting bravely 
against Austria and typhus, protested 
that she should be permitted to hold 
what her soldiers had won in two wars 
and were defending gallantly in a third. 

But the allies, determined to enlist 
Bulgaria, asked Greece to surrender 
Cavala against the promise of Smyrna; 
asked Servia to give over half of Mace- 
donia against Bosnian futures, as well 
as to give over Dalmatian hopes to 
Italy. Servia consented; Venizelos con- 
sented for Greece, but Constantine, 
loyal to the Kaiser and perceiving na- 
tional hostility to the surrender of Ca- 
vala, balked. Bulgaria, for her part, 
was coldly uncomp ising; she must 
have all, or she would, for the moment, 
remain neutral. 

Athens meantime was frankly suspi- 
clous of Italy, which held the island of 
Rhodes and a portion of the Aegean 
archipelago, whose people were Gresk. 
It was also suspicious of Italian de-

From the inception of the plan, there- 

fore, it was clear that, while Russia 


i might be satisfied and Italy enlisted by 


mere preliminary operations, the tangle 
in the Balkans was such that only one 
thing could insure the enlisting of 
Greece and Bulgaria. This was a suc- 
cess. Unfortunately, success was cer- 
tain immediately only if Greece or Bul- 
garia came in, perhaps only if both en- 
listed. With the possessor of Bysan- 
tium Bulgaria would have to make 
terms. Greek sympathies, apart from 
the crown, were with the allies, but 
the crown could postpone Greek par- 
ticipation. 

There was then plain the peril of the 
thing. If the allied fleets failed, then 
allied diplomacy would fail with them. 
There was not the smallest real chance 
to reconcile the rival Balkan states; 
each insisted upon all of his claims at 
the expense of all his neighbors. The 
influence of the courts of Athens and 
Sofia was against the allies. In vic- 
tory alone was there chanoe of a solu- 
tion of the problem of the near Hast. 

And the turn of the wheal went 
against the allies. First, the fleet tried 
and failed. It is the belief of most mili- 
tary and naval experts that the failure 
was due to the attempting of the infpos- 
sible. These experts hold that a fleet 
without an army cannot do what was 
asked of the Anglo-French fleet. Amer- 
ican military officers insist that a little 
more perseverence and the Straits would 
have been won. In this some British 
writers agree. As for Berlin, it insists 
that the Turkish ammunition-was gone 
when the expedition gave up, and only 
retreat by the allies saved Byzantium. 

In any event the fleet tried and failed. 
Several battleships were sunk by the 
Turks; the whole venture was aban- 
Goned; the fleets went back to Madros 
to await the coming of land forces and, 
as it turned out, that of German sub- 
marines. The Turks, warned of what 
was coming, went feverishly to work to 
fortify Gallipoli peninsula and when the 
armies did come they were ready. Did 
the allies from the outset expect Greeks 
to aid their fleets? Many believe this. 
Was the attack hurried by Russian re- 
quest? This, too, is asserted. Such cir- 
cumstances may explain the occasion, 
but they do not change the effect of the 
disaster, 

The Portent of German Victory. 

While the allies were preparing to try 
again the whole face of the war in 
Europe changed. In the west the disas- 
te: of the British at Ypres demonstrated 
that there was to be no allied drive“ 
fo: the spring. Hard on this came the 
beginning of that long Russian retreat 
that was “to go from the banks of the 
Danajec to the Beresina, and from the 
outskirts of Cracow to those of Riga. 
The effect in the Balkans could not be 
exaggerated. 

What actually happened was that in 
the spring Athens and Sofia concluded 
tbat German victory was far from im- 
pessible. Russian reverses would not, 
however, affect the situation if a suc- 
cessful allied expedition should force the 
Lardanelles by occupying the Gallipoli 
peninsula. Still neutral and still ready 
to enlist on the winning side the Balkans 


} waited. But the Gallipoli land campaign 


promptly turned into a second failure 
Instead of immediate victory there was 
at best a deadlock, a complete check. 
All summer long, while German guns 
made new echoes before Warsaw and 
Brest-Litovsk and finally Vilna, while 
western allied armies stuck to their 
trenches, the Turks held on. 

Now the Greeks and Bulgars have 
both in recent years defeated the Turks. 
It was an incomprehensible thing that 
great nations like Britain and France 


should fail where they had succeeded. 


Less than three years separate Bulgar 
and Greek victories from allied failures 
against the Osmanli. Thus the situa- 
tion in the minds of the Bulgars turned 
steadily in favor of the Teutons. Ferdi- 
nand hoped, but many of his ‘advésers 
now believed, that the Austro-Germans 
were to win. 
A King Against His People. 

In Athens the sympathy of the whole 
public was with the allles. Venizelos 
was not shaken in his confidence of ul- 
timate allied success by the long suc- 
cession of allied defeats, but the King 
not only hoped but believed unhesitat- 
ingly that Germany would win. 

In this situation Germany suddenly of- 
fered to Bulgaria all that she hoped for 
~—aacedonia, Cavala and Drama, which 
were Greek, but for which Greece was 
to oe paid by Albanian gains; she per 
suaded Turkey to resign a part of 
Thrace and promised more; she prom- 
ised Mackensen and a victorious Ger. 
man army to cut the road through 
Servia to Sofia; she dangled before 
Ferdinand the lure of Constantinople, 
before Bulgaria the h ony of the 
Balkans, Ferdinand t the bait, Bul- 
garia mobilized ahd the end in 
sight. a 

Again Venizelos strove to enlist Greece 
on the allied side. Again there seemed 
the certainty, as in the days when the 
fleet went to the Dardanelles, that a 
Greek army would fight for the allies 
at the crucial moment. But again Con- 
stantine intruded. Greece having mob-

WS PROROGUED 


Only the Patriotism of the Lead- 
ers in Parliament Saved the 
Situation. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Oct. 2.—The prorogation of 
the Russian Duma, according to ac- 
counts that have reached London from 
members of the Octobrist and Progres- 
sive parties, was one of the severest 
tests which representative government 
in Russia has met since it came into 
being. Only the sheer triotism of 
the men who guided the majority in 
that body prevented the prorogation 
from becoming a disaster of the most 
far reaching import. At one time it 
threatened to precipitate a general 
strike in all the factories supplying 
the army, a strike which would have 
left the army virtually helpless. 

The following account of the crisis 
comes from a member of the Progres- 
sive group: 

“First of all, it is necessary to real- 
ize exactly what this Duma meant to 
the Russian people. That people was 


enduring the heavy mental strain of a 


long period of rétreat, a retreat on a 
scale so gigantic that its effects were 
obvious even to those many hundreds 
of miles from the front. Wounded sol- 
diers returning to the heart of the

It was to be a 
Parliament in fact as weil as name, for 
he membership, always heretofore brok- 
en up into tiny political groups which 
made anything lIike concerted action 
well-nigh impossible, began to weld it- 
self into two or three parties and a rea: 
majority party began to appear for the 
first time in history. 

“There are 14 so-called parties 
represented in the Russian Duma, 
as follows: Extreme Right, Na- 
tionalists, Progressive Nationalists,

The clothing mannfacturers and distributors say that they are over- 
whelmed with orders, are operating all their plants at full capacity and giv: 
ing employment to every experienced workman they can get, one firm hay- 
ing advertised last Sunday for 250 garment workers.

The hardware, steel, hat, hotel, millinery, railroad, express and other 
lines of business are all in a flourishing condition, and business men and 
manufacturers say that conditions were never better for a period of unex- 


ampled prosperity. 

The officials of many firms. report the greatest business they have ever 
known. The business revival began in August, gained great headway in 
September, and showed unexpe eted gains in October. Orders were flowing 
into practically every wholesale, manufacturing and distributing house in 
great. numbers yesterday, indicating that November business will open to- 
mortow with a rush not ‘equaled. in recent years—certainly not since the 
great business of 1906 and 1907.

Old Smokestack in Granite City 
Buckles Under Weight of 
Self and Fellow Worker. 


Harry Shaw of 1721 O' Fallon street, 
steeplejack and chimney repairer, was 
killed yesterday by a fall of 60 feet, at 
the American Steel Foundry in.‘Granite 
City. He was 51 years old and had a 
wife and nine children.

ORDERS FOR-ALLIES BURNS | 


Liebke Company Officials Say Heated 
Journal Causes Fire—Employes 
Report Explosion. 

Fire destroyed the sawmill of the 
F. Liebke Hardwood Mill and Lumber 
Co., on Second street, near Angelrodt 
street, early yesterday morning. The 
officials of the company said it was 
caused by a heated journal. The mill 
has been running overtime to fill orders 
for the Anglo-French allies, 700 men 
being employed in day and, night shifts. 

Assistant Fire Chief Hillenkoetter, 
who arrived shortly after the alarm was 
given at 3:15 a. m., found the whole mill 
in flames . He reported that several em- 
ployes told him the fire was preceded 
by an explosion. Officials of the com- 
pany said the explosion may have deen 
due to heated sawdust. They declared 
they had found no evidence of incen- 
diarism. 3 

The stable of the C. A. Olcott Lum- 
ber Co., adjoining the Liebke plant, was 
destroyed. Six horses in this stable and 
% in the Liebke stables were rescued. 
About 30 men were in the sawmill when 
the fire started. All escaped. 

The company had about completed a 
contract for $400,000 worth of lumber for 
the allies and had entered into a new 
$200,000 contract. Joseph F. Liebke, presi- 
dent of the company, said that the con- 
tracts called for rough boards, which 

were to be shipped to Hull, England. He 
did not know what use was made of the 
boards. Much lumber has been pur- 
chased in America for trench building. 
He said the sawmill .would be rebuilt 
without delay. The company is capi- 
talized at $1,000,000. It carried. about 
$200,000 insurance. Liebke estimated the 
loss at about $75,000.

“All this means wealth created 5 
of the elements of thé earth and the 
air—wealth that was not available for 
our use before. It means that the 
farmer, who is the greatest consumer 
in the world, has money to spend. Ile 
is getting good, remunerative prices 
for his crops. Fruits and vegetables 
have been cheap this year on ac-} 
count of the great abundance, but 
other crops are bringing high prices. 

“We are feeling the effects of the 
distribution of this newly. created 
wealth in a greatly increased busi- 
ness. Stocks of merchandise all over 
he country were exceedingly low, 
and have to be replenished. 

“The orders for munitions of 
created great scarcity in many lines 
of metal goods. So the manufacturers 
of domestic goods are having a great 
deal of difficulty in finding raw and 
finished material for making up theiz, 
on goods. y 

“The manufacturers, almost with- 
out exception, are refusing to take or- 
ders for shipment beyond the first 
sf the year. 

“The operation of the factories on full 
time means that a great many more men 
are employed, and that unemployment {s 
being reduced.

The Kerens mausoleum’ in Calvary 
Cemetery, which is said to be the fin- 
est structure of its kind west of the 
Mississippi, was turned over to Rich- 
ard C. Kerens yesterday by the build- 


It is planned to hold a dedicatory 
service tomorrow afternoon, with Arch-

AMERICA ASKED BY GERMANY 10 
ADMINISTER RELIEF IN POLAND 


Commission Told That 20,000,000 to 
30,000,000 Are Destitute— 30, 000. 
000 a Month Needed. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.--Germany has 


asked the American Commission for re- 
lief in Belgium to undertake in Poland 


relief measure similar to those taken in 
Belgium. 

Officials of the State Department have 
been informed that the commission has 
been told that between 20,000,000 and 30,- 
000,000 of people in that part of Poland 
occupied by German troops are desti- 
tute. To care for them adequately 
would mean, it was said, an expenditure 
of approximately $30,000,000 a month. 
Substantial negotiations are said to be 
proceeding, despite great difficulties, 

In addition to the financing of such 
relief measures, it was pointed out to- 
day that the commission would have no 
trouble in regard to transportation and 
distribution of supplies and colthing. All 
danger of having relief supplies confis- 
cated by men under arms, or of sup- 
plies never reaching their destination, 
was said to have been overcome. The 
arrangement would be the same as that 
which prevailed in Belgium. 

The State Department will not have 
to be consulted should the commission 
finally decide to undertake the work. 
Germany and Russia are reported will- 
ing that such work should be placed in 
the hands of Americans. 


GAS CO, SUED FOR $10,000,000 
ON STOCK THAT COST $75,000 


CHICAGO, Oct. 80.—Alleging that stock 
certificates of the Peoples’ Gaslight & 
Coke Co, of Chicago, purchased for 
$75,000 in 1858, are now worth $10,000,000, 
the oompany was sued today for the 
latter sum, which includes unpaid in- 
terest and dividends, by Fred D. Foss. 

The bil) recites that the certificates 
were lost track of in the great Chi- 
cago fire in 1871, and were not found 
until 1901. The case went to the State 
Supreme Court several years ago, but 
was withdrawn later because the plain- 
tiffs had failed to explain why suit had 
been so long delayed.

OTHER. DRUGS HIGHER 


Carbolic Acid, Glycerin and De- 
rivatives From 4 to 15 Times 
Costlier to Retallers.

NEW YORK, Oct. 80.—The United 


States faces a situation in its drug 
and medical chemicals market which 
is without parallel since the closing 
years of the Civil War. 


ple drugs and chemicals is deplete 
to a point where there is no possi- 
bility of meeting a pormal domestic 
demand. Of certain of these the sup- 
ply is entirely exhausted. They must 
be done without for months to come, 
for no means of producing them in 
the United States has yet been found 


and war embargoes have put a stop 
to importations. 

This week saw the wildest drug 
market the United States has known 
in 50 years. Prices of “war drugs” 
sped upward, pyramiding unt 
the close values were ranging from 
two to 15 times quotations in the 
normal times of several years ago. 
New Orders for Quinine Not Filled. 

American manufacturers of quinine 
are attempting only to fill those or- 
ders already made, and supply old 
customers. Last Saturday quinine at 
retail was selling for $2.50 an ounce. 
A few years ago it could de bought 
in 100-ounce cans for 14 cents an 
ounce. No retail druggist may pur- 
chase over three ounces a week. 

Carbolic acid and all its deriva- 
tives, glycerine and its derivatives, 
opium and synthetic medicines, have 
leaped to from four to 12 times their 
normal cost, and dozens of other nec- 
essary drugs for everyday use are 
hitting the upward trail. 

Potash* and potash salts and all 
foreign botanical drugs are bringing 
comparatively enormous figures, and 
even that well-known household 
friend, peroxide and its derivatives, 
has doubled or more in price within 
ithe past week. 

Recent regulations adopted by 
wholesalers provide that to no re- 
tail druggist shall more than one 
ounce be sold on any one day nor 
more than three any one week. 

Fakers Seize Opportunity. 

In this crisis medicine fakers have 
launched into the market so many fake 
or spurious drugs to substitute for those 
now almost unobtainable, the Depart- 
ment of Health for this city has rushed 
warning to manufacturers, druggists 
and consumers warning them against 
these and threatening all who can be 
held responsible with criminal prosecu- 
tion. 

Three main causes are sven in expla- 
nation of the present drug crisis: The 
demand for medical supplies in unheard- 
of quantities for the warring armies; 
the embargo on exports by the allied 
nations, combined with the plockade of 
the central Powers of drugs and chem- 
icals, which, with their products, are 
largely used in the basic manufacture 
of drugs and medicines, are impera- 
tively needed in larger quantities than 
it is possible at present to produce 
them for the manufacture of explo- 
sives. 

Belligerent nation are constantly in 
the American market for drugs ani 
medicines of all kinds, European pro- 
duction having largely decreased since 
the beginning of the war. 

Blockade of Germany Main Factor. 

The British blockade of Germany is 
considered the most important factor in 
the drug crisis. Germany is the nation 
from which America draws in normal 
times heg gréat drug medicine imports. 
Moreover, Germany owns large numbers 
of medicines in this country through 
patent rights. They export them to the 
United States in preference to making 
them here because they have found it 
cheaper. Aspirin is manufactured in 
Albany, N. T., although the patent 
rights are owned in Germany. Patented 
medicines and patent medicines are 18 
to be confused. 

American manufacturers are considers 
ing the question of urging upon the next 
Congress passage of a law to provide 
for the forfeiture of patent rights of 
foreign owners if the latter fail to pro-

Milk Means Growth 
fer Young Poultry 


“We live and learn” in poultry raising 
as in everything else. This is suggested 
to me by a remark of a veteran poultry 


j raiser who has a long and successful 


record of winning prizes in the leading 
poultry shows of the Central West. This 
man told me that, although he had used 
milk to some extent for many years as 
a part of the poultry ration, he had 
not until recently appreciated it at its 
full worth. He believes milk has no 
equal as a food for promoting growth of 
young stock and preparing it for the 
poultry show. He prefers to feed it 
sour or in the shape of buttermilk, Either 
is good, and I believe sweet skimmed 
milk is equally good. 

Of course, it will not do to feed 
“whole” milk. It is too expensive, and 
} hough much richer than skimmed or 
buttermilk, is no better for pushing 
young stock. |

Seientifie research, interpreting the „ of 
practical life, indicates that a fourfold mistake in food 
economy is very commonly made. First, the costlier 
kinds of food are used when the less expensive are just 
as nutritious and can be made nearly or quite as pal- 
atable. Secondly, the diet is apt to be one-sided, in that 
foods are used which furnish relatively too much of 
“the fuel ingredients and too little of the flesh-forming 
materials. Thirdly, excessive quantities of food are 

used, part of the excess is eaten and often to the 
detriment of health; part is thrown away in the table 
and kitchen wastes. Finally, serious errors in cooking 
are committed. : 

It is the poor man's money that is most injudiciously 
spent in the market and the poor man’s food that is 
most badly cooked at home. | 

A common mistake in purchasing food is in buying 
the more expensive kinds when cheaper ones would serve 
the purpose just as well. This is often done under the 
impression that there is some peculiar virtue in the 
costlier materials and that economy in the diet is detri- 
mental to dignity and welfare. 

There is frequently a desire to economize, but a lack 
of knowledge of the best method of doing so. Many a

The diffieulty is the ignorance of the simple prin- 
ciples of nutrition.

The larger part 
of the price of the costlier foods is paid for appearance, 
flavor or rarity. While the dearer articles are often 
more pleasing to the palate, and are sometimes more 
‘tasily cooked or possess a finer flavor, they are no more 
| digestible or nutritious than the cheaper People 
who can afford them may be justified in buying them, 
but for persons in goo’ health and with limited means 
they are not economical, and often increase the cost of 
food out of all proportions to the nutrients furnished.

ment. Baby McLaughlin was born on Sept. 8. and his 
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N quest of . Walter F. Estes, a at 
ist, of Gray, Me., and his plucky wife have gone 
on a trip into the four-thousandth century 
before the Christian era. They are making 
the experiment of living for two months in 
the wilderness as the old Biblical legendgtells 
us Adam and Eve lived—not during the idyllic 

period of the Garden of Eden, but in the time of strug- 
gle, toil and hardship that followed their expulsion from 
Paradise. 

On Oct. 1 the modern couple turned their backs upon 
the Eden of comfort and ease built upon thousands of 
centuries of civilization, and struck into the forests 
north of Bingham. With the exception of light knicker- 
bockers and shirts; they were as empty-handed as the 
parents of the human race when the flaming sword 
drove them forth into the world. They bore neither 
food, weapons nor implements, not even a pocketknife 
or a match. With only their hands and wits they un- 
dertook to clothe and feed and warm themselves and 
sustain their lives until Dec. 1. One month of the period 
has now elapsed, and their success in combatting the 
difficulties of pfimitive life has been so remarkable 
that the prospect of the second month, despite the on- 
set of cold weather, presents no terrors. 

After plunging for many miles into the forest, the 
first care of the adventurers was to discard their last 
relic of the civilized world—the clothes they had worn 
when leaving Bingham. Like Adam and Eve, they 
gathered. leaves, and with stalks of grass as thread, 


wove them together in long strips. Using roots as belts, — 


they draped the strips of leaves about their waists and 
shoulders. For their feet they made moccasins of 
birchbark. 

But the garb of leaves was quickly torn to pieces in 
the rough going through the trees and shrubs, and 
they “were compelled to deviSe a tougher kind’ of ap- 
parel. Using Sharp stones as knives, they stripped 


large pieces of bark from birch trees. In the center 


‘they cut holes for their heads to pass, and laced up the 
side with grass, leaving armholes. Then they collected 
a quantity of pine foliage, and using grass fof thread, 
covered the bark with it, thus making the garments 
warm.

During the afternoon Estes had killed a porcupine 
with a rock and caught some frogs in a pond with 
snares. Their first supper was broiled porcupine and 
frogs’ legs, eaten without salt or pepper. The poreu- 
pine meat was tender enough, but had a strong smell 
and taste of musk. For vegetables, they steamed ferns 
between layers of damp moss, placed on the coals, and 
found the resulting viand more palatable, they de 
clared, than dandelion greens or spinach. When -thelir 
palates demanded salt, they found afterwards that they 
could obtain this condiment by licking rocks in the 
creck which had been covered during high water and 
still retained a saline taste. 

The hardships of the first night were unable te daunt 
the spirit of Mrs. Estes, although it was a difficult 
position for a woman. It will be remembered that in 
the fall of 1913 Joseph Knowles, a Boston painter of 
wild life, entered the Maine forest to prove, by Itving 
there t onths, that he could cut himself off from 
civilization and still satisfy his wants for food and 
raiment.

But Mrs. Estes is a trained athlete, as a visitor can 
bear witness who tramped into the woods to the camp 
about a week after they had settled there. As he ap 
proached, her green-clad figure arose from the ground 
and motioned him to stand still.

Our exchange is in the back room of the bank build- 
ing, upstairs. You could put the entire equipment, in 
a dray. Our switchboard is about as big as an old- 
fashioned china closet and has three hundred drops.

Maybe it’s just the ordinary joshing which goes 
on over the toll lines in the off hours. But maybe it 
isn’t. Wherever Sam is and whoever he is, he is a 
danger to Homeburg. Perhaps he is a lineman at 
Paynesville, and then again he may be a grocer in some 
crossroads town near by, with a toll telephone in the 
back of his store. 

But if he talks to Carrie long enough and skillfully 


enough, he will come up to Homeburg, marry her and 


bear her away to his lair, far from our bereaved ears. 


We've lost several telephone girls that way, und when 


a telephone girl knows all of your habits and cus- 
toms and those of your friends, and can tell just where 
to find you or to find whomever you want found, and 
has the business of the town down to the smallest details 
stowed away in her capable head, it messes things up 
dreadfully to have her leave us high and dry and go to 
housekeeping—which anyone can do. 

Telephone girls are born, not made, in towns like 
Homeburg. We require so much more of them than 
city folks do. When my wife wants to know if hats are 
being worn at an afternoon reception, she calls up 
Carrie. Ten to one Carrie has caught a scrap of con- 
versation over the line and knows. But if she hasn't, 
she will call up and find out. 

When a doctor leaves his office to make a call he calls 
up Carrie, and she faithfully pursues him through town 
and country all day, if necessary. When we are pre- 
paring for a journey, we do not go down to the depot 
until we have called up Carrie and have found out if 
the train is on time, and if it isn’t, we ask her to call us 
when it is discovered by the telegraph operator. . 

And when our babies wander away, we no longer run 
frantically up and down the street hunting for them. 
We ask Carrie to advertise for a lost child seven hands 
high, and wearing a four-hour-old face wash, and within 
five minutes she has called up 15 people in various parts 
of town and has discovered that said child is playing 
Indian in some back yard a few blocks away. 

Carrie is also our confidante. I hate to think of the 
number of thihgs Carrie knows. Prowling into our 
lines While wei are talking, as she does, in search of 
connections to take down, she overhears enough gossip 
to turn Homeburg into a hotbed of anarchy if she were 
to loose it. But she doesn’t. Carrie keeps all the se- 
crets that a thousand other women can’t. ö 

She knows what Mrs. Wimble Horn said to Mrs. Ack- 
ley over the line which made Mrs. Ackley so mad that 
the two haven’t spoken for three years. She knows just 
who of our citizens telephone to Paynesville when 
Homeburg goes dry and order books, shoes, eggs, and 
hard-boiled shirts from the saloons up there, to be sent 
by express in a plain package. 

She knows who calls up Latie Briggs every night or 
two from Paynesville, and young Billy Madigan would 
give worlds for the information, reserving only enough 
for a musket or some other dueling weapon. She knows 

how hard it is for one of 
our supposedly prosperous 
families to get credit and

And when any of them plays at the Olympic, be 
he old-timer or newcomer, he asks for “Billy” Horn 
just as soon as he arrives at the theater. * , 

Ranged around the walls of the “greenroom” at the 
Olympic (a greenroom is a large assembly hall under 
the stage, in which stage folk off duty may gather and 
chat) are more than 5000 pictures of actors and actresses 
which Horn has collected. They have overflowed the 
greenroom and many hang in halis and alcoves under 
the footlights. 

Walter Sanford, manager of the Olympic, is authority 
for the statemént that some of the players of the old 
days have visited the gallery and wept over what they 
saw there—pictures of themselves in younger and per- 
haps happier days, and likenesses of old friends long de- 
parted. But anybody to-whom fame has brought a sense 
of his own importance would save his peace of mind 
by remaining away from the room. The pictures are ar- 
ranged with no regard for rank. The most scintillating 
star of the stage is more than likely to find his photo- 
graph next to that of a most obscure person of the 
chorus. For these many years they have all been alike 
to “Billy” Horn. Most of the pictures are autographed, 
and this recalled to Horn a trait of the old-time players 
which has passed away. 

“They would never write across the face of a photo- 
graph,” he said. “If there was not room under the por- 
trait they would turn the picture Over and put the name 
on the back.” 

For this reason many rare autographs in the collec- 
tion are not visible. Many of the actresses, at least, 
don’t want them to be, for Horn relates with great glee 
how one woman who reached stardom and is still there, 
stopped before a portrait of herself, taken 25 years ago, 
and denied it was she. There are pictures just as old of 
other actresses prominent in the theatrical world to- 
day. 

One of the prizes of the collection is a life-size, full- 
length portrait of John McCullough. It was formerly 
the property of William H. Thompson, a friend of the 
lamented actor. The painting hung in the Thompson 
home for many years, but recently was allowed a place 
in the Olympic Hall of Fame. * 

The great Hamlet Edwin Booth — is there, next to his 
friend, Barrett. Then there are the two great come- 
dians of others days—John T. Raymond and Joseph Jef- 
ferson. Horn refers to Jefferson as “the grandest old 
man of tbe stage.“ There is Richard Mansfield. Ro- 
land Reed is there, too, chiefly remembered among old 
St. Louis stage hands as the man who first put on a 
Wednesday matinee, thereby making himself somewhat 
unpobular with the men who were used to shifting 
scenery and “props” only once a day. 

“I never seemed to feel that Joseph Jefferson was 
acting when he was out there,” said Horn, pointing to- 
ward the stage. He was just himself. Off the stage 
he was the same as on. But when Richard Mansfield 
eame here, I used to wonder whether he ever laughed.

declared: 

Here's your thrunk, Mr. Murphy!” 

Murphy was thunderstruck, but 
had presence of mind enough to 
swear at the Irishman, which only — 
made matters worse, as the Celt was 
roiled and offered to fight the actor 
right there. The audience by this 
time had become aware that this 
was not a part of the performance 
and the roars of laughter that arose 
were more than Murphy ever could 
hoped to have aroused with his legtt- 
imate act. Two scene shifters pulled 
the old [rishman, still sputtering, 
back into the wings. 

“After that, said Horn, “this old 
fellow was known all over town as 
‘Murphy.’ The name stuck for the 
rest of his life.” 

Horn has but one picture of Clara 
Morris, and it has faded into almost 
nothing after 30 yeafs or more on 
the wall of the greenroom. He re 
members that in the old days Clara 
Morris bade fair to become unpopu- 
lar with theatergoers becaise of out- 
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breaks of temperament which often

. “It is very easy to see, say the authors, “that the 
tendency to pathological lying begins in the early for- 
mative years. Common-sense observation of general 
character building would tend to make us readily be- 
lieve that if an individual got through the formative 
years of life with a normal hold on veracity, he would 
never become a pathological liar. We can-see definite 
beginnings at certain critically formative periods, but 
our material shows that most cases demonstrate more 
gradually insidious OT agree iil It is cena from the 
previous studies of older individuals that the nature of 
the beginnings was not learned because it was too, late. 

Tables are given to show that some of the beginnings 
may. be traced to heredity; as in cases where parents 
have been epileptics and alcoholics. Far more are shown 
as due to unfortunate environment, through ighérance, 
poverty, neglect and marked defect in harental control. 
Habit has undoubtedly a great deal to do with it, and 
children can form this habit very early in life. 

Pathological lying is usually accompanied by other 
childish offenses, such as running away from home, 
swindling, stealmg; truancy. Onte the habit of iving 
is formed, the cure is extremely difficult.and the authors 
fear it is rarély eradicated except under the most favora- 
ble circumstances, such as change of environment, asso- 
ciates and methods of living. | 

“In discussing treatment,“ they . pte 
should be placed upon the primary necessity for direct- 
ly meeting the pathological liar pon the level of the 
moral failures and making it plain that. these are known 
and understood, It is very certain that frequently this 
type of prevaricator has very little conception of the 
social antagonism which his Habit arouses. There is
